DOENITZ, 300 OTHERS 
TAKEN PRISONERS 


PARIS, May 23— Supreme headquarters announced today 
that all members of Admiral Karl Doenitz’s acting German 
government and of the German high command in Flensburg 
had been taken into custody as prisoners of war. 
The Allies arrested 300 German officers and an unspeci­ 
fied number of other military and civilian personnel, an offi­ 
cial announcement of the move against the temporary setup 
at Flensburg revealed. 
The arrest of the German leaders in Flensburg collapsed 
the interim setup which succeeded the government of Adolf 
Hitler. 
SHAEF has made it plain in repeated statements on the 
subject that the Allies tolerated the regime headed by Doe- 
nitz only as a temporary measure of expediency. They never 
recognized the Doenitz clique as a “government/’ but worked 
with it as the best substitute for an organized authority cap­ 
able of expediting the German surrender.

DISEASES often have sign* 
end symptom* which are quite 
sim ilar.

Thus, 
Doctor William H. W alker of the 
Medical Corps of the Unite J States 
Army, report* th a t of 29 cases of 
infectious mononucleosis which he 
saw in a period of a year, only 
three had been correctly diag­ 
nosed.

In infectious mononucleosis, the 
symptoms may fall into six differ-

hind the proposal is that the pour­ 
ing out of more money to those 
who are at work will take up the 
slack of national income develop­ 
ment from loss of jobs. A sa gener­ 
alization, it sounds equitable, but 
will it work specifically? 
Such tremendous unearned wage 
increases of 20 to 40 per cent of a 
special type of worker, to the ex­ 
clusion of others, must necessitate 
great price increases which those 
who have received no such in­ 
creases can hardly pay. It is there­ 
fore an unequal solution, further­ 
more, it sponsors further infla­ 
tion and decline in the value of 
the dollar. 
Yet to let the condition run may 
help to solve this prim ary feature 
of the problem: 
Millions of war workers are in­ 
efficient. unskilled labor, which re­ 
ceived far more pay than their 
services were worth, but which is 
now determined to keep those over­ 
paid jobs In preference to return­ 
ing to their form er lower paid 
work. 
The want-ad section of every 
newspaper is begging for workers. 
A considerable portion of the un­ 
employed 
must eventually 
take 
these lower paid jobs, but there is 
no rush to take them among the 
affluent ex-war workers. 
The only thing I can see for 
sure is Mr. Truman is facing his 
first acid test.
